AN INDIAN TRADITION.

——

The Story of the Deluge on thils Continent.,
Fron the Detroit Post,

The following rather singular tradition
which exists among the Papago Indians re-
specting Montezoma, their founder, and the
!‘l('lugs.-, bas, we believe, never yet appearad
in print; at least, not in its prosent shape,
It was related by Captain Con Ouan, an aged
and intelligent member of the tribe, and was
taken down from his lips by an interpreter
for Judge Henry T. Backus, of Arizona Ter-
ritory, and formerly of this city. Judge
Backus has visited many of the places men-
tioned in the legend, and has Leen an eye-
wilness of the quadrennial feast still cele-
brated at the cave. lle represents the Papa-
goes a8 being nominally Catholics, yet cling-
ing to their national traditions with great
tenacity, and cherishing the mewmory of Mon.
texuma with even more than saintly venera-
tion.

The tradition of the deluge is interesting
in it& relation to the origin of the Indians of
the country, and especially the aucient tribes
who lived in the twilight of civilization, until
the Spanish Christinns annihilated them. Did
they bring this tradition with them from the
Asiatic continent? Or, did they come in
c“mu-t with the people of the Old World,
afmtecedent to any historical evidence of
that foct, from whom they derived this tra-
dition ?

These are inquiries naturally suggested by
the following narrative. Montezuma, it will
be understood, is not the wmonarch of that
name whom Cortes dethroned., It the
generie term of their rulers, like Pharaoh,
Uiesar, ete,

Before the flood men lived to a great age,
80 that they lost their teeth and erept about
like children, After a time they wounld get
new teeth, and walk upright again like men
in the prime of life. Then it was that the
Great Spirit created the mountains and
peopled the earth on all sides. Then, too,
animals talked like men, and were the first to
tell of the approaching flood. About this
time appeared Montezuma, who collected a
large (uantity of gum from a plant called
clevelid, and with this gum, which is said to
be insoluble in water, and with other mate-
rials, he built a large vessel, in which he took
refuge, closing and sealing the door behind
him, In like mauner n cayote or praivie dog
cropt into a large cane stalk and closed the
ends against the water. The llood came up
to the highest mountainy, and reached even
the birds, which cried like men, with fright.
When the waters cune down, Montezuma and
the cayote landed at Cerro Prietta, which
mountain some believe to be Montezuma's
vessel, =

According to another tradition they landed
in the centre of the earth, and, having come
out of their vessels, Monteznmn noticed the
trail of n beetle, which he followed until he
found the beetle fast in the mud. He then
tmrned back, and meeting the cayote they
cwbraced ench other in grief, Moateznma
sent the eayole southward to find the sea,
which it soon found and returned, when it
wis sent on the same errand to the north-
ward, but returned nnsuccessful. They then
lay down to sleep, when Montezumu dreamed
that he sbould form men and women out of
clay, which he accordingly did, making two
for each nation Meanwhile the cayote sat
behind him also making men, but the latter
were ill-formed, so that Montexuma ordered
them to be removed, His own people mul-
tiplied rapidly, and built a large city on the
north bank of a river, supposed to be at
the mouth of Salt river, in Arizona,
where the remains of large ditches are still
visible.

Monteznma next travelled southward, fol-
lowed by large numbaers of people. In ac-
cordance with a dream, he thrust a rod into
the earth, and water flowed thence, which is
the origin of the springs at Santa Rosa and
elsewhere, After a time the Great BSpirit
appeared to Monteznma a8 an old man, and
asked to baptize the people, that they might
live beyond the sky after death, but Monte-
suma beeame angry and killed the Great
Spirit. Then the lﬁttor arose from the dead
by night and repeated the request, when
M’ume;{uma grew angry again, declared that
he would take his people to heaven by a
tower, and killed the Great Spirit a second
time, leaving him on the ground, where he
was dragged about ns a plaything for four
years, He then retuwrned to heaven, rémov-
ing the sun further from the earth as he
ascended.

After a long interval he descended ngrin
with the same rvequest as before Al this
time Montezuma was living at the Casn
Blanco, or while house, close to the Pimo
villages, on the Gils river. The inside of the
honse was overlaid with pure geld. A third
time he threw the Great Npirit, but the latter
now becoming sugry, threw a louse into
Spain, which led to an invesion hy the
Spanimds, Twice did Montezama meet and
repel the invaders, but before the third en-
gogement the golden ring flew from the finger
of his daughter to the finger of the Spanish
commander, and the silver ring of the latter
flew to the finger of the formner. Thus did
she become leagnued with the enemy, and
when they were out of provisions she pre.
vailed upon her people to threw them tomales
instend of arrows, and thus they were fed at
Monteznma's expense.

After many severe confliots the Spaniards
wore victorious, when the traitorous Princess
demanded the hand of the commander in
marrisge. He agreed to this on condition
that an eagle which he set free should alight
on & prickly pear tree. The eagle did so, and
the commander started to celebrate the mar-
riage at the pear tree, being followed by a
large train of Ba{mgoau; but, under the pre-
text of getting violing, wder, oto., he
travelled on and on unti! the Indians all de-
serted hiw, ‘

Henceforth, as the story goes, Montezniun

made no improvements, and his_peoplo ware
scaltered over the country., He afterwards
deposited the archives of the Pa nad
Pinto nations in a cave near Santa Rosa, and
ordered that they celebrate a fonst thers eve
fourth year, which custom is still observed.
The nation gradually diminished, and Monte-
ruma winderad abont until the Indians have
lost all traces of him.
